Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  information  my  Annual 
Public  Health  Report  for  this  Urban  District  for  the  year  I965. 

As  usual  the  report  is  compiled  to  comply  with  Regulations  5 
(3)  and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959*  and  with 
instructions  laid  down  in  circular  1/66  (Wales)  dated  11th  January,  1966, 
from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

General  Comment. 

This  district  had  an  uneventful  year  during  1965  from  the  point 
of  view  of  notification  of  any  of  the  serious  notifiable  diseases.  The  occurrence 
of  tuberculosis  in  all  its  forms  in  the  general  population  remained  at  a very 
satisfactory  low  level  as  can  be  seen  from  table  XVII. 

The  results  of  samples  of  certain  of  the  districtfe  water  supplies 
as  shown  in  table  XIX  which  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
analysis  give  rise  for  continued  alarm  from  a public  health  aspect.  It  is 
however  noted  that  a new  pipe  line  is  being  laid  to  the  Forgeside  area  to  take 
a treated  supply  to  this  part  of  the  district  but  the  work  unfortunately  suffered 
a setback  which  was  unexpected. 

The  work  of  dealing  with  our  slum  problem  continued  during  the 
year  and  some  47  individual  unfit  properties  were  represented.  In  all  some  52 
houses  were  actually  condemned  during  .the  year  including  16  houses  represented 
as  a clearance  area  in  1964  but  not  confirmed  until  1965*  Also,  it  has  been 
decided  to  close  the  prefabricated  bungalows  at  Heol-y-parc  for  further  occupation 
This  will  further  add  to  the  districtfe'  burden  of  providing  new  houses.  The 
Council’s  estate  of  50  houses  at  Allgood  Avenue  gives  rise  to  much  concern  and 
raises  a very  big  problem  as  these  properties,  which  were  badly  affected  by 
subsidence  in  the  past,  are  now  showing  signs  of  extensive  dampness  in  many 
cases.  It  is  felt  that  this  Authority  should  be  seriously  considered  for  special 
financial  help  to  meet  its  housing  programme  which  is  so  very  necessary  to 
replace  its  unfit  properties.

There  was  one  death  allocated  to  the  cause  pregnancy,  childbirth- 
abortion.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Chest  Clinic  facilities  for  this  district  are  provided  at  the 
Park  Buildings,  Ponty'pool,  which  is  a convenient  centre.  The  clinic  is 
open  all  day  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  each  week  and  there  are  also 
facilities  for  X rays  at  Blaenavon  Hospital  which  the  Chest  Physician 
visits  as  and  when  required. 

There  was  no  death  in  the  district  assigned  to  any  form  of 
tuberculosis  during  1965.  There  were  only  two  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year.  These  were  both  pulmonary  cases  and 
involved  one  male  and  one  female,  both  aged  2b  years. 

The  usual  detailed  environmental  enquiries  continue  to  be  made 
personally  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  notification  of  each  erne 
of  tuberculosis  and  the  necessary  information  submitted  to  the  Chest 
Physician  to  enable  contacts  to  be  expeditiously  checked. 

The  downward  trend  in  the  occurrence/ tuberculosis  continues  to  be 
well  maintained  by  this  district. 

A static  mass  radiography  unit  continues  to  be  located  at  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  129,  Stow  Hill,  Newport,  and  is  open  daily  from  Monday 
to  Friday  (9.0  a.m.  to  1.0  p.m.  and  2.0  p.m.  to  5*0  p.m.)  with  an 
evening  session  on  Thursdays  from  5*30  p.m.  to  7.0  p.m.

Respiratory  tuberculosis  and  lung  cancer 
death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  - 1 9^3 » 

The  provisional  death  rate  per  million  population  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1 965  for  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  42,  being  a further 
decrease  in  mortality  for  this  disease  over  the  previous  year  (47  in 
1964). 

During  1965  the  death  rate  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  per 
million  population  was  553  (535  in  1964),  which  shows  a further  serious 

increase  in  deaths  from  this  disease.  In  actual  figures  this  means  2 6,399 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  and  2,008  deaths  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis  as  compared  with  25,371  and  2,208  deaths 
respectively  for  1964.

A Formal  sample 
was  taken  at  a later  date  and  found  to  be  Genuine.  No  proceedings. 

Pork  Pies  affected  with  Mould. 

A shopkeeper  complained  that  Pork  Pies  supplied  by  a manufacturer 
were  mouldy.  The  Public  Analyst  confirmed  the  presence  of  Mould.  Legal 
Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  manufacturers  - Fined  £5. 


Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  controlled  by  the  Council  and 
is  provided  with  up-to-date  purification  plant.  Samples  of  the  water  taken 
during  the  season  were  satisfactory.

All'  supplies  of  fresh  meat  are  imported  into  t-he  District  as  there 
is  no  public  or  private  slaughterhouse  in  operation  in  the  town.  These 
supplies  appear  to  be  adequate  to  meet  the  town's  needs  and  there  is  no 
evidence  to  suggest  that  a slaughterhouse  is  required  in  view  of  this 
fact . 

Milk  Supply. 

There  is  no  pasteurising  plant  in  the  town  and  the  milk  supply 
comes  from  plants  at  Pontypool  and  Marshfield. 

During  the  year  21  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newport,  for  analysis  and  all  were  reported  on 
as  reaching  the  prescribed  standard.  No  samples  were  examined  for  brucella 
abortus  as  no  raw  milk  is  sold  in  the  town.
